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Election/Restriction 

Applicant's election of the compound of claim 29(A)ii in Paper No. 9 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 
818.03(a)). 

The elected species was not found in the search and the search was expanded to embrace 
compounds, pharmaceutical compositions, methods of use and process of making compounds of 
formula I wherein "Ar" represents formula (III) along with the full scope of the other variables. 

Claims 18, 22, 24, 25, 30, 37 along with subject matter not embraced by the searched 
group of the remaining claims are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 . 142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected group. 

Note that compounds, corresponding compositions, a method of use and a process of 
making that are of the same scope are considered to form a single inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1, 37 CFR 1.475(d). The instant claims are not so linked as to form a single inventive 
concept. The compounds of formula I are so diverse in scope that a prior art anticipating one 
compound under 35 USC 102 would not render obvious another compound of the same claim 
under 35 USC 103. Claims 30 and 37 are of a different scope. 

Abstract 

This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 CFR

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
Claims 17, 19-21, 23, 26-29 and 3 1-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

i) In the definitions of the "R" groups, it is not known which and how many hetero atoms 
interrupt the alkyl groups. 

ii) The term "heterocyclic" is indefinite because it is not known how many atoms make up the 
ring, which atoms are present and what kind of a ring (monocyclic, bicyclic, spiro, fused, 
bridged, saturated, etc.) is intended. 

iii) In claim 30, the compounds under group (C) are written in a way that one can not readily 
identify the individual compounds. It is suggested to present the compounds on different lines 
separated by semicolons so that the printer does not make mistakes when the patent issues. 

iv) In claim 33 it is unclear which condition is prevented or alleviated by activation of the P2- 
adrenoreceptor.
